atent Office Catching 
Up With Its Work, 
Says Director 


(By United Press) 
W ashington, Dec. 8. 
The P atent 
Office is gradually catching up on the 
am ouut of work aw a itin g official a c ­ 
tion, It wan showed in its an n u al r e ­ 
port to the S ecretary of the Interim 
m ade public here today. 
T here are now on hand 12,000 fow- 
r patent cases th an th ere were a 
year ago, 2,468 few er design cases, 
and 
1.850 fewer trade-inurk cases, 
show ing a decrease on hand of over 
16,000 cases for the year, the report 
alated. 
A pplications won* also acted 
upon more prom ptly, it was said. 
Total receipts of the Patent Office 
am ounted to $3,04 2,276 for the past 
fiscal year, the largest ever received 
for any single year. 
This increase 
was made n o tw ith stan d in g a slight 
decrease in the num ber of applica­ 
tions for patents, designs, and trade 
m a rk s from 100,724 for the preced­ 
ing year to 99,503 for the last fiscal 
year. 
Tile Public B uildings Commission 
has placed a t tile disposal of the 
P aten t Office about 70 rooms in tim 
Old Land Office B uilding across th - 
street from the P a te n t Office and in 
view of this the P aten t Office is u n ­ 
dergoing a thorough reorganization 
■which will m ake for greater effici­ 
ency, the report said. 
T he com m ittee w hich is to study 
the P aten t Office procedure i* to be 
composed of rep resen tativ es n o m in at­ 
ed by the American Bar Association, 
the I'nited S tates C ham ber of Com­ 
merce, N ational Association of P aten t 
Law yers, and the P a te n t Law Asso­ 
ciations in Chicago, Cleveland, D e­ 
troit. P ittsb u rg h , and New York, the 
rep o rt said. 
Every facility and op­

tee to m ake an entirely independent 
study of P atent Office procedure.

THE Minneapolis Tribune editorially takes up the matter of 
extending Minnesota’s tourist season, something the Brainerd 
Dispatch has done in yeoman and pioneer work over two years ago 
The local writer had articles in eastern papers including the 
Atlantic City Gazette which ran a half column front page, calling 
attention to the efforts of Brainerd Lake Region to extend the 
tourist season to include the glorious months of September anc 
October. Just as Brainerd is seeking to extend its tourist trade 
so Atlantic City is working indefatigably to extend its season. 
Captain William H. Fawcett in 1922 operated with a season 
commencing May 15th and running to November 1st. 
No man 
could do more for I ho movement and he was at considerable ex 
pense keeping the large' force of chefs, waiters and attendants at 
Breezy Point Lodge, whose efficiency was kept unimpaired to the 
close of the extended season. 
Editorials are good and publicity 
is good, but it takes real cooperation to make the late fall tour­ 
is t 'business a successful one for a large resort owner who is 
anxious to maintain the reputation for service achieved in the 
summer months. 
Breezy Point Lodge and cottages are equipped 
with adequate heating facilities for cold weather. 
At that time, over tfwo years ago, papers like the Duluth 
Herald, Duluth News Tribune, Minneapolis Journal, Minneapolis 
Tribune, Chicago Tribune, Des Moines Register and Leader and 
others carried editorials and articles on the extension of the tour 
ist season in the Brainerd Lake Region to include September and 
October. 
, There arc two genera) ways to expand the tourist season and 
resort business in Minnesota, says the Minneapolis Tribune. One 
is, of course, to enhance further the charras of the state for the 
pleasure-seeker and health-seeker and to make the world more 
familiar with these charms. 
The other is to broaden the .time 
span of the operative season so as to make it include all of Sep­ 
tember and October, if not also November.. 
Both of these ways will be considered by the Ten Thousand 
Lakes association at its annual meeting in St. Paul Thursday. 
Lengthening the season, which hitherto has been confined largely 
to June, July and August, is a phase of the subject that has not 
received due consideration. 
It is deserving of more emphasis, if 
one may judge by the la r g e number of tourists who passed 
through the Minneapolis gateway in September, October and 
November. 
It is not to be hoped that the fall tourist business ever can 
be made to equal that of the earlier and milder months, but it can 
be made much larger than it is. 
Due to the fact that children re­ 
turn to school early in September, the matter of extending the 
resort season will be largely one of successful appeal to adults 
who have a penchant for the outdoor life, or can be induced to 
make more of this life for purposes of health and recreation. 
A successful autumn tourist and outing season presupposes, 
as a matter of course, comfortable indoor living conditions. These 
conditions in turn presuppose adequate heating facilities. 
Court­ 
ing chill air outdoors is a healthful pastime. 
Enduring it indoors 
is under a ban of common sense. 
Increasing the number of 
autumn tourists obviously involves increasing the capacity of re­ 
sorts that have equipment for seasonable heating. 
There can’t be any plunging on this expansion. 
It must 
come, if at all, in gradual development and in proportion as the 
pleasure-seeking, health-seeking public becomes habituated in 
thinking of the fall months in Minnesota as standard outing 
months. 
There have been numerous visible signs of this grow­ 
ing habit in Minneapolis in the last three months.

Educating W orkers 
The first to advocate and put into 
practice the education of workingmen 
In the application of science to the 
practical arts was Dr. George Birback, 
who was born in Yorkshire, England, 
147 years ago.

While professor of the 
Andersonlan institution at Glasgow, 
Scotland he established popular lec­ 
tures for artisans, thus laying the 
foundation for the mechanics’ insti­ 
tutions which later on came Into exist­ 
ence all over Great Britain. 
T he first lecture at Glasgow attract­ 
ed 75 artisans who went away so en­ 
thusiastic that some 200 men attended 
the second lecture and 500 were on 
hand at the n e x t 
L ater on Doctor 
BIrback's grateful pupils presented him 
w’lth a silver cup as a token of their 
esteem. 
H e extended the course to 
London, and a perm anent mechanics' 
Institution was founded with Birback 
as president.

our disabled buddies.” 


“ The American Legion feels that 
it owes a great duty to the disabled 
service man, and our organizaton was

in 
fighting 
for 
hospitals 
in 
w hich he could be given the care and 
atten tion that would restore him to 
his rightful place among his fellow­ 
m en,” said the speaker, who told of 
visiting such a hospital at St. Clou t 
as a representative of his post, and 
seeing first hand the terrible result ? 
w hich the war had inflicted upon 
m any th a t it had disabled.

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FARRELL PICKS GIBBONS OVER NORFOLK 


B y H en r y L. F arrell 
(United Press Snorts Editor) 
New York:, Dec. S.- Two loading boxers who ar*’ tagged as undesirables 
In most of the managerial note-book*, meet tomorrow night in the first im­ 
portant bout of the season and in the most interesting match of (he year. 
Tom Gibbons, universally recognized as the best light-heavyweight in 
the world, will meet Kid Norfolk, the Negro champion, in Madison Square 
Garden in a contest promoted to raise a Christmas Fund for the poor kids 
of the New York tenements. 
Tex Rir kart! nearly fell off his chair in the Garden tower when he suc­ 
ceeded in making the match for the committee in charge fit' the charity. For 
two years he had been trying to get a first-class opponent for Gibbons and 
for the same length of time he hail been trying to get ayme one to tight Nor­ 
folk. Rival managers could not be interested. Gibbons and Norfolk were too 
tough, Rickard was told in cold talk. 
Gibbons, uext to Dempsey, Is the greatest drawing card in the ring and 
the committee looked upon him as the best boxer available to make a sure 
financial success of the show. 
Gibbons accepted tile offer when he was ap­ 
proached and agreed to fight ANYONE in tin* world. 
Mike McTigue, Gene Tunney, Jack Renault, Louis Firpo and Harry 
Wills were offered the match and they turned it down. 
Rickard know that 
to be a fact, but it was not proved publicly until the New York Loxing Com­ 
mission took a hand. 
When the permission of the commission was asked to stage a Gibbons- 
Norfolk match on the ground that Norfolk was tile only fighter willing to 
meet Gibbons and that Gibbons was tin* only one who could lie found for 
Norfolk, the commission suggested that it might be able to use its influence 
in getting a better attraction than Norfolk. 
The commission summoned Wills, Renault and Tunney, as outstanding 
heavyweights, to a conference. 
“Those fellows all want to tight Dempsey, 
but they won’t fight Gibbons,” Rickard said before tin1 conference. 
The commission found that to be just the situation. 
Wills declined on 
the ground that he hurt his hand in the Firpo fight and wouldn't lie abb 
to work for two months. 
Renault said lie had a sore thumb and couldn’t accept the match although 
lie didn’t explain what effect the sore hand would have on a match against 
Romero-Rojas In Boston before the Gibbons date. 
Tunney didn't show up at all and when he was approached later lie said 
he would fight Gibbons, only after Gibbons had challenged him.

his share of the purse. 
If Gibbons had challenged Tunney it is quite possible that Tunney would 
get a sore linger or that lie would hide behind the rule giving him six months 
in which to accept a challenge, 
Although lie is one of the finest characters that has ever been connected 
with the boxing backet, Gibbons has been picked out for many attacks by 
managers of other boxers. 
Gibbons was panned all over tho country for 
fighting set-ups. 
His defense that lie couldn’t get any one to tight him was 
laughed down as the bunk and a lot of hokum challengers were tossed at 
him. 
When he went fifteen rounds against Dempsey and was strong enough 
to sprint almost a mile from the ring to his cottage, the mugs said that 
Dempsey had carried him. 
Anyone who really knows Dempsey knows that 
he wouldn’t pull a punch against his father in the ring. 
The real low-down on the Gibbons cast1 was not shown until the com­ 
mission tried to get an opponent for him. 
As a result of that attempt if is 
now a matter of public record that Wills, Renault, Tunney and Firpo are 
all windbaggers and that. they have no just claim to a chance for the heavy­ 
weight championship when they are afraid of a light-heavy weight. 
Gibbons has done a lot for boxing and he is doing a lot more tomorrow 
night. 
Apparently he thinks as much of his profession as lie does of the 
money that he gets from it. 
He has been stung more than any other big 
fighter of the generation and it is quite obvious that he isn’t ope pf the com­ 
mercialized money-grabbing pugs that have almost ruined the business, 
Gibbons wouldn’t walt to go outside and fight next summer although he 
might have gotten more money out of it. 
He didn’t sit in a chair like Tun­ 
ney and dictate how much money his opponent was to get out of the match. 
It is possible that lie doesn’t know now how much Norfolk will get for his 
purse and it’s a cinch that lie doesn’t care.

It is hard enough for a good colored fighter to get matches and it would lie 
almost impossible for him to get good paying engagements if he should win 
from the hest light-heavyweight in the world. 
Gibbons ought to win decisively and then he can have the thankless and 
fruitless assignment of trying to get a match with even a fair second-rater. 
Gibbons can’t even get two-bit fighters to meet him now because they say he 
hurts them too much even if they are in the ring only a few minu tes.
